Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A Proposed Amendment (attached) to claims 1, 16, 17, 20, and 21 
was discussed. The proposed amendment, as described by Eunhee Park, is intended to distinguish the claimed 
invention from the applied prior art programming languages of C/C++ and JAVA by indicating that the machine- 
interpreted type declaration is subsequently recited along with the remaining portion of the object identifier declaration 
(e.g., variable name) during portions of source code following the introduction/declaration of the variables/objects. This 
is further described in the last paragraph on page 2 of the proposed amendment. The Examiner also pointed out 
potential antecedent problems with propsed claims 16 and 17 and suggested minor revisions to more clearly recite that 
the complete object identifier declaration (including the name and type) is used throughout the life of a program. The 
Examiner further pointed out the implicit type declaration feature of the FORTRAN 77 programming language, in which 
the first characters of variable names are used when explicit type declarations are not present. A further potentially 
distinguishing feature of the present invention was discussed which relates to how a symbol table is used during 
compilation/execution of the program. However, the Examiner suggested that as such features were not part of the 
previously presented claims, further search and/or consideration would be required to fairly determine the patentability 
of future amendments directed toward such subject matter.
